The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious the recited combination including 
generation of a DC-free, hereafter DCF, code word on the basis of both input data and a 
pre-existing running digital sum, hereafter RDS, having a new RDS limited by a 
maximum threshold, and generation of an interleaved parity code word on the basis of 
the DCF code word. 

U.S. Patent 6,891 ,483 to Noda discloses code sequences with variable parity 
and inserted DC control bits. U.S. Patent 6,661 ,356 to Oberg describes DC-level 
constrained coding.
